Lancaster, Pa., Jan. 6.—Nearly every

no one was near, and as far as can be 
ascertained no one was injured. The 
walls of the Christiana Machine com- 
pany's building were blown in by the 
fo.-ce of the explosion. Every resi- 
dence and store throughout the town 
were more or less damaged, windows 
being shattered and walls crushed.

This was the seconc 
trial of James Gillespie. At the former 
trial, a year ago, the four defendants 
were tried together, but the jury failed 
to agree and 'was dismissed. Since 
then,Mrs. Seward and Mr. and Mrs 
Barbour we're admitted to bail, but in 
the case of James Gillespie bail was 
refused. 
When the case again came 


before the eonrt, about five weeks ago 
James demanded a. separate trial 
which was granted. This trial was bit- 
terly-fought throughout.

The jurors took but one 
ballot in finding for conviction, but 
three were necessary to fix the pen- 
alty, as three of the jurors held out 
for the death penalty. 


Miss Elizabeth. Gillespie was shot on 


the night of Dec. -8, i$03, while in the 
parlor of her home preparing to enter- 
tain the Women's Literary club "of 
Rising Sun. The assassin fired through 
a front window with a double-barreled 
shotgun, inflicting wounds on the head 
of the woman which resulted in her 
death several hours later. The only 
person in the house at the time was 
the aged mother of the victim. Sev- 
eral witnesses testified that James and 
Elizabeth had many quarrels previous 
to tae,murder, arid that James left 
borne to board with another sister 
after one of these quarrels. Experts 
claimed that the wounds were inflicted 
with .a 16-gauge shotgun, and the pros- 
ecution brought forward witnesses 
who testified that James Gillespie was 
the owner Of the only IG-gauge shot- 
gun in Rising Sun.

Paris, Jan. 6.—The St. Petersburg

To enforce its order two deputy mar- 
shals have alternated In the county 
jail in guarding the way to Mrs. Chad- 
wick's cell. Not even her attorney. J. 
P. Dawley, was allowed to see her, be- 
cause he Jiad not obtained permission 
from the federal officials.

The statement of the censored dis-

General Nogi's army that the Japanese 
lost only 50.000 men in taking the for- 
tress is declared to be absurd by Rus- 
sian naval officers here. Their lowest 
'estimate, they say. based both on per- 
sona! observation and on stories told 
by prisoners, is that the Japanese lost 
80,000.
